keep tlie same old stock oven though they eat 
more than they produce. If. the fanner hasn't any 

ord of what it is costing him to use those 
lementa or maintain that stock, how is he to 
W whether it is costing him money or not? 
o man becomes a farmer because he wants to 
getrich quickly and easily,. And no man remains 
a farmer when he labors from dawn to dusk and 
has nothing to show for it. But before a form 
can consistently give its owner and his family a 
comfortable living the farmer must know what 
he is paying out and what he is taking in. To 
know that, he must keep his books just like any 
other business. 

The government farm departments have spent 
a lot of time and research in setting up easyto- 
figurc forms for farm l>ook-kecping. They have 
calculated the costs on all phases of farm opera- 
tion so that if n farmer has no previous records, 
they can supply a close estimate to get him start- 
ed. They know what the farmer experiences and 
they have anticipated those problems in an effort 
to make farm accounting easier. The excuses of

Mayor Stanley Lewis : of 
Ottawa extended an official welcome and remind- 
ed us that while Ottawa was the* capital of Can- 
ada; it was also a municipality with "all the prob- 
lems, of a municipality including a traffic con- 
gestion and a tax-fat^ We felt quite at home 
listening to Ma3'0r Lewis. 

- As. a : matter of fact, Ottawa is . experiencing 
something reminiscent of earlier efforts to ease 
traffic congestion oh Newmarket's Main St* The 
Ottawa council has tried a number of plans for 
rerouting traffic, prohibiting parking during cer- 
tain hours, making certain streets one-way 
thoroughfares, and so on. To us, it appeared 
that the variety, of plans has so confused the 
Ottawa drivers that in a fit of desperation, they 
grit their teeth and drive in the straightcst line 
at their fastest clip to their destination — and 
heaven help the . pedestrian. 

What proved to be the most enjoyable part o^ 
the convention was a reception for the weekly 
pubiishers and their wives at Hideau Hall The 
Governor-General and Lady Alexander were 
most charming and showed a lively interest in 
their guests. The visit lasted dose to two hours 
and included a tour of the gardens which were 
just coming into bloom. Canada is fortunate in 
having such gracious occupants in Goverhmeht 
House. A growing concern among the guests 
over what manner of address to use was quickly 
dispelled by the informality of $he affair. Noth- 
ing could have been more pleasant., 

Ottawa was stilt discusing President Truman's 
visit when we arrived. The president left Thurs- 
day night and the closest we were to him was 
when somewhere" between Ottawa and Toronto 
his train passed ours. However, in the reports 
of his sincerity and his smile, which apparently 
impressed every Ottawa woman who saw it, wo 
feel that we have come to know him quite 

intimately. 

Certainly he did a good deal to dispel a sense 
of inferiority that seems to exist among some 
Canadians in their relation to the United States. 
By his emphatic reference to American reliance 
upon Canada in the pursuit of a common goal, he 
did much to boast the national ego although there 
will still be many other Americans who think of 
Canada as a vast expanse north of the 49lh 
parallel inhabited only by bears, moose and tour- 
ist home proprietors -- yes. and Canadians who 
will continue to subordinate their own country 
before the accomplishments of our neighbor. 

But while everyone was expressing great 
admiration for the president, they were still 
chuckling over the number of secret service men 
that accompanied him, and who went to fantastic 
lengths to be sure nothing would go amiss. It is 
the law in the United States that the president be 
guarded by a special detail of secret service 
agents, a not unreasonable precaution when the 
number of assassinations and attempted assassin- 
ations against American presidents is remember- 
ed. To Ottawa citizens who arc accustomed to 
seeing all manner of notables on the streets with- 
out even a suggestion of protection, the activities 
of the American guards were cause of consider- 
able amusement. 

An additional highlight of the trip was the 
extent to which preparations for the Marian Con- 
gress have been undertaken. Fifty special trains 
have been set aside to transport the visitors, 
estimated as high as 200,000. Many homes are 
decorated for the event and the church spires are 
lit at night. Our departure from Ottawa coincid- 
ed with tho arrival of several church dignitaries 
from Europe to attend the congress and the 
crowds at the station were reminiscent of the 
years during the war.

"The average mature tested 
Ayrshire produces about 10,000 
lbs. of milk a year but some go 
as high as 30,000 lbs." Elton says 
that the first thing he did when 
he started to build his Ayrshire 
herd was to bloodiest every cow 
for Bang's disease.

If a sound balance of agriculture in Canada is to be main- 
tained, the imparlance of a high ratio of meat and dairy

Examination of these samples 
showed that 40 percent of the 
seed sown would have been 
classed as "rejected' 1 under the 
Regulations of the Seed Act and 
a large number would have 
passed muster only by being 
graded as No. 2 or No. 3 seed.

Anyone who has taken the 
trouble to watch a heavy rain 
brush or roll tht surface soil 
down a slope may have been re- 
minded of a Kiant planing mill 
shaving the rough surface off a 
phtnk. Slowly and surely the 
surface* is removed. 

In soil erosion measurements 
by tlie field husbandry division 
at the central experimental farm 
in Ottawa, says Dr. P. O. Ripley, 
dominion field husbandman, it 
v/as somewhat startling to learn 
in 1045 that in the four months, 
June to October, 15 inches of 
rainfall shaved :*1.0 tons of soil 
per atTc from the surface of a 
field of corn planted and culti- 
vated up and down u ten percent 
slope. On June I?, 1940, 45 ton* 
of soil per acre were washed off 




the same plot by three inches of 
rain in exactly one hour. On an 
adjoining plot which was sum- 
merfallowcd, the runoff at the 
same time was 72.5 tons of soil. 
During the 1045 growing sea- 
con with 15.03 inches of rainfall 
and 1946 with 10.78 inches of 
rainfall the total soil runoff on a 
summerfallowcd plot cultivated 
up and down the slope, unman- 
urvd, has amounted to 132 tons 
per acre. On corn cultivated up 
and down the slope 126 tons 
were lost. Manuring the soil 
made it more absorbent and por- 
ous and the runoff on a manured 
summer fa How plot was only 114 
tons during the same period 
while a manured corn plot lost 
only 100 tons of soil. 

Planting the corn on the con- 
tour reduced the runoff still 
more to only 34 tons of Koil per 
acre. With a cover crop of al- 
falfa only one-quarter of a ton 
of soil was lost. 

These rather startling figures 
tell a very simple story, says Dr. 
Kipley. Tremendous losses of 
soil can occur if improper meth- 
ods of soil and crop management 
are used in sloping ground. The 
loss can he reduced to nn almost 
negligible amount if proper 
crop* and methods are used.
